Hon. J. H. Turner, who during the last 
weok has been addressing meetings of the 
electors on the lower Fraacr, got homo las 
night, fatigued with travelling and attend 
ing numerous mootings, but highly pleased 
with tho reoeption accorded him by th 
electorate from Dolta to Chilliwack, and the 
very bright prospects of the government in 
that part of tho Province. 

The first mooting was hold ut Ladnor'a on 
Tuesday, when ha and Mr. Punch wore well 
received. Tho opposition sent over Mr, 
Poster and Rev. Mr. Maxwell, who followed 
the Finance Minister and Mr. Punch for 
oonsiderablo part of thoir trip. Rav 
Mr. Maxwell still persists in his 
insinuations that tho ministers were lying 
drunk around Voncouver. Tho meeting 
wont off remarkably well, Mr. Punch's ro 
caption being capocidly cordial. 

Next morning Hon. Mr. Turner and Mr. 
Punch wont on to Elgin, followed by Messrs, 
Maxwell and Forster. A satisfactory meet- 
ing was held there at 10 o'clock in the 
morning, tho audienco being equally divided 
between govornmont and opposition. The 
same day they went to Surrey Contro, where 
a very cucourogiog meeting indeed was 
hold. Mr. Punch was woll received and 
made a business-like statement with rospeot 
to his actions in tho past and what ho pro- 
posod to do in tho future. 

'The electors generally thero are 
vary woll satisfied with Mr. Punch," 
d Mr. Turner, " and thoro iB little doubt 
thit a large majority of that district will 
vote for him," 

A woll attended meeting was addressed 
next morning at O ter, where Rov. Mr. 
Maxwell dropped off, and Mr. Kitchen, the 
Chilliwack opposition candidato, reinforced 
Mr. Forator Mr. Cawley, reove of Chilli 
waok, and Mr. Kitchhen's opponent, joined 
the party there, MesaiB. Turner, Forster, 
Punch, Kitchen and Lucas apoko. Mr. 
Punch can bo very well satisfied with tho re- 
sult of the meeting. 

Thursday evening was spent in the 
hotbed of the opposition, Langley. 
The opposition scoured up their friends 
from all sections including a large 
dotachment from Westminster, with 
Messrs. Forin and Woods at their head. 
A very noisy element attended there for the 
opposition, and a curious fact is that at all 
the meetings tho opposition party triod to 
interrupt and prevent tho government 
speakers being heard, while on tho other 
hand tho government part of the audience 
always gave a fair hearing to opposition 
speakers. At this particular meeting it 
was proposed by a noisy oppositionist that 
the six Bpeakera should each have one hour. 
Mr. Turner was quito satisfied with that, 
but rosorved tho right to reply, as ho open- 
ed the ball. Ho went thoroughly into tho 
general finanaial condition of the province 
and got a hearty reception. After tho 
other speakers had finished Mr. Turner re- 
plied, congratulating tho meeting on the 
fact that for tho first time in the campaign 
he had heard a straightforward speech on 
behalf of the opposition, that of Mr. Forin, 
who, though he made many mistakes which 
he (Mr. Turner) would correct, waa evi- 
dently desirous of treating all in a fair man- 
ner, Tho meeting did not close till nearly 
three o'clock in the morning. 

Chilliwack waB reached on Friday morn- 
ing. Tho meeting in the evening waB so 
"argely attended that many could not get 
into tho hall. Mr. Williams waa sent 
p from Vancouver to reply to Mr. 
urner, who led off. Mr. Williams' roply 
was vory lame, and he created a sensation 
towards the end by insinuating that Col. 
Baker had t iken advantage of his poaition 
with respect to tho calamity that bad befal- 
len them and waa endeavoring to secure 
votes in the distribution of seed and other 
requirements to flood sufferers. After 
asserting that Col. liakor had beon so appar- 
ntly anxious to relinquish tho work of 
olping tho settlers and to hurry to Koote- 
ay when he heard of Mr. Schou'a opposi- 
tion, he proceeded to read, amid signs of 
dissent from theaudlenoe, what ho stated waa 
a placard published in Col. Baker's intircat. 
Tho purport of this placard was evidently a 
private letter from Col. Bakor to a friend in 
Kootenay raying ho was sorry he could not 
visit Kootenay till election day as tho work 
ho was engaged in w»s so urgent, that it 
was absolutely necessury to look after tho 
distribution of seed. Mr. Williams evi-

Another Very Successful Meeting at Vancou- 
ver— What Home of the Speakers 
8aM. 



VANCOUVER, Juno 30. — Mr. Shelton was 
hairman at a well-attended meeting at the 
Market hall in the intorcet of the govern- 
ment, 

Mr. Odium referred to the constant- 
ly improving policy o'' the government. Ho 
Ivooated a normal school to complote the 
plendid school systom of the Province ; ho 
pproved of the repeal of the mortgage tax, 
and won for lessening, if possible, tho num- 
or of Chinamen in tho country. 
Mr. Tatlow said tho government oandi- 
ates had rofrained from personalities, but 
if thoy took a lesson from their opponents 
they would be justified in having used simi- 
lar tacticB. Mr. Williams, at Chilliwack, 
had attempted to make a personal attack on 
Cul. Baker, a man whom everyone had 
reason to honor in connection with the 
recent floods ulono, und tho peoplo were 
ustified in doing as they did when they ra- 
UBtd to allow Mr. Williams to proceed. 
Mr. Tatlow continued his apoech by a 
review of tho financial land and railway 
polioy of tho government. 

Mr. Anderson doalt entirely with tho 
charges mado against bim by Mr. Cotton and 
the oppoi-iiion. Mr. Cotton had uccuBed him 
f not being clover. Perhaps ho waa not as 
ovor aa Mr. Cotton, but thore wero differ- 
ut waya of being alevor. Ho waa accused 
f employing 1 Chinamen, This he de- 
nied, as well aa many other trifl 
ng ridiculous charged, including the 
R'chmond McLean Brothers' contract. 
Thia was a chestnut which waa thoroughly 
xplainod to tho credit of tho speaker.

London, Juno 30.— Tho government, on- 
couraged by tho increase of their majorities 
iu tho recent divisions in the House of Com- 
monj, now intimates its intention to include 
in tho business of tho present aosaion soveral 
bills which it has been somi-olficially an- 
nounced 'vould bo abandoned. This pro- 
gramme will add a number of important 
moaBuroa to those which the government is 
already pledged to put through beforo tho 
close of the session, viz : The Evicted Ten- 
snts' bill, tho Miners' Eight Hours bill, the 
Registration bill, and the London Equaliza- 
tion of RateB bill, which bills will bo exped- 
ited ae much as possible, This chaDge of 
position implies 

A PROLONGED SESSION. 
Tho end or the prorogation of tbo parlia- 
mene in August is now out of the question. 
Tho house will certainly ait until .September 
and probably lator. What is more import- 
ant, is the fact that tho ministers now be- 
lieve thoy aro Btrong enough, in viow of 
thoir recent big majorities, to postpone dis- 
solution until tho autumn of 1895, and also 
think themselves in a position to justify 
them iu endeavoring at the next session of 
parliament to carry out the complete New- 
castle programme. The opposition seem 
enfeebled through tho sheer weariness of tho 
members of their party in fighting a contin- 
uoua losing battlo. Tho leaders of tho oppo- 
sition accuse their whipa of incompetent 
handling of their men, especially in permit- 
ting tho government to obtain through a 
snatch division a big majority on tho spirits 
duty clauuo. The leaders of the opposition 
wero undoubtedly taken by surprise. Tho 
whips could not for lack of timo summon 
thoir men together wheu the division was 
called. It has thereforo been sottled that 
the merits of tho queation shall bo tested 
again by a motion that the spirit duties 
olauaea be recommitted for diacuesiou. Tho 
government roadily gavo their aBSent to 
this proposition without the slightest fear 
us to tho result, and they are further trying 
to mako an arrungement with the Unionist 
leaders to recaat the evicted tonantB bill 
o aa to curtail the debates on that measure. 
With this viow, Mr. John Morley, chief 
secretary for Ireland, has redrafted the bill 
limiting it to three clauses. Mr. Chamber- 
lain and Mr. Thomas W, Russell and Bevoral 
other Irish Unionista have ccccpted tho 
compromise and thia makes it possible that 
tho evicted tenants hill may bs successful in 
passing tho Houbo of LordB.

Lord Rosebery's latest correspondence 
with tho anti-gambling league has stirred 
up a very hornot's neBt among the" Unco'- 
Guid," and the Premier has positively de- 
clined to discuss tho matter further. Hia 
remark in his letter to the Secretary of the 
League yesterday, thot Cromwell ownod 
race horBes, staggered the Secretary and his 
colleagues, but after considerable research 
tho Secretary of the League rallied with tho 
retort that there was no record that Crom- 
well was associated with betting or betting 
men at any period of his life. Thia asser- 
tion, however, failed to provoke a reply 
from Lord Rosebery, who has given every- 
body to undorBtand that the discussion of 
the question is closed. 

The representatives of the colonies in 
London aro very much dissatisfied with tho 
clause in the budget bill maintaining the 
imposition of duties in the colonies, and 
have served a notice upon Sir William Har- 
court that the proposal will not be accept- 
able to tho colonies in any form. Sir George 
Baden-Powell has given notice of his inton- 
tion to move in the Houso of Commons that 
parliament does not poososs tho privilege of 
interfering with the right of tho colonies to 
imposo their own taxation. 

The unat'ehist^scire, which has'.becomo in- 
tonsa and widespread since the murder of Pres- 
ident Carnot, seriously marred tho splendor 
of tho Royal pageant on tho occasion of the 
opening of Tower- bridge to-day. 

A ROYAL TRIP HURRIED 
The Princo and the Princess of Wales and 
tho other Royal pereonugea were driven 
through tho city by tho most direct route 
and tho quickest timo possible, and wore 
guarded by an unusual numbor of troops, 
which completely surroundod them. Tho 
return trip up the river was also stripped of 
much of its dignity and splendor by tho 
hurry whioh characterized it.

MINERS' CRISIS. 

Superintendent Robins' Conditions to 
Be Considered and Acted on, 
Monday. 



Relations Between the Men and the 
Company Always 
Friendly. 



(Sooolal to tho Colonist.) 
Nanaimo, June 30.— The action of the 
minors at their mass mooting yeaterday haa 
for tho time being entiroly monopolized pub- 
lio attention in thia aoction, even politica 
being dropped for the nonce. Tho preaent 
crisis, for such it practically is, waa not an- 
ticipated. It waB generally thought that tho 
miners would continue working at the re- 
duced rateB ponding the passage of tho Wil- 
son bill and aomo really marked improve- 
menb in tho San Franciaco coal market. 
That the Northfield men ahould havo pro- 
nounced in favor of prompt and decided action 
is not aurprising. Their condition was a 
mosb unenviable one. It waa only ocoa- 
sionally — rarely more than ten daya a month 
during tho paBt year — that they had work. 
Naturally, the men were running into debt 
and, as time went on, were getting into a 
plainly hopeless atato of poverty. The con- 
dition of affairs as regards tho men working 
at No. 5 waa not much better, though it is 
only of late that the pinch haB been folt. 
Tho town men were the best situated and 
have for a long time now been getting in 
about 25 shifts a month. Despite the mo- 
tion to insist upon a return to tho old rate 
of pay, with tho consequent conditions as 
laid down by Superintendent Robina, no- 
thing haa boon settled aa yet. At the moot- 
ing on Monday the question as to whether 
30 days' notieo shall be givon or not will 
be decided, and it may be tjken for 
granted will ho accepted in the affirmative 
Thia will mean that the present condition of 
affairs will continue until Auguat 1, and be- 
tween thon and now aomothiug may ariae 
that will put a different face upon affaire. 
On the other hand should the men decline 
to give the 30 days' notico the Northfiold 
and No. 5 mines will bo closed down at 
onco and the outputs from No. 1 greatly 
reduced It can easily be scon that tho 
trouble ia a great one, and one that aeriously 
affiiota the whole community. Superin- 
tendent Robina haa up to tho preaent mot 
tho men in a thoroughly open and fair man- 
ner. He has told them plainly that tho 
company cannot do all that thoy ask of 
them, though anything that can bo dono in 
reason to lido over existing difficulties will 
ho done. He practically oxpressea the wish 
that the men will continue working as dur- 
ing the past six months until tho . WilBon 
bill comes into forco, when he would bo 
willing to moet them again and make euoh 
concessions aa may thon be possible. Tho 
relations between tho employes and the 
management of the N. V. C. Co. have 
always been of such a friendly nature that a 
poaceable settlement of tho preseDt difficulty 
can be relied upon, and that whatever oot- 
tlement ho arrived at will be such an one as 
will best meet tho circumstances of tho caso 
as affecting both tho company and tho 
minora, may also be taken for granted. » 

FRANCE AND NEWFOUNDLAND. 

Endeavor of ft Foreign CrniHer to Prevent a 
Native Schooner Fishing. 

Gloucester, Mass., Juno 30. — Captain 
Ifayea of the schoonor Pintu, which arrived 
from a fishing trip to tho Newfoundland 
banks this morning, reports that whilo on 
tho banks near Port au Port, Newfoundland, 
about two weeks ugo, tho vcbsoI was board 
ed by an officer of a French man-of-war, 
who told tho captain in broken English that 
tho schooner had no right to fish where she 
was anchored and ordored her immediate de- 
parture. Captain Hayea disputed tho claim, 
tolling tho ollicer that he proposed to stay 
whoro ho was unless towed away by tho 
man-of-war, and after some further argu- 
ment tho oliicor returned to the ahip. Tho 
Piuta continued her fishing and no further 
attempt was made to molest her. Tho cap- 
tain claima that tho whole affair was a case 
of pure bluff, there being good fishing in tho 
locality, whilo several French fishormon 
noar by wero having indifferent luck, and 
tho purpose waa to frighton him into giving 
up a good berth so that they could reap tho 
benefit.

GENTLEMEN:— The gonoral olectlon now boing 
near at h.,nd, and Being a candidato for ro- 
election, 1 wish to place my views on somo of 
tho questions commanding your attention, as 
wull as to Intimate tho lino of action which I 
shall tako and tho measures which I shall, it 
opportunity permits, support and maintain. 

Tho pirty now in power have practically held 
ofllco for ovor elovon yoars. Their policy has 
been an Indefinite ono on many of tho questions 
requiring consideration. At the last general 
election tho opposition advocated reform in 
tho lund laws of the province, and havo been 
ablo to make sumo important chunses. 

The privilege of allowing speculators and 
nonresidents to tako up largo tracts of land 
hp.s been taken away and tho lands aro now 
available for actual settlors. 

By tho oll'ortB of tho Opposition tho assess- 
ment of wild land has boon much Improved; 
tho ad valorem principle ol assessment accord- 
ing to tho land value, is now tho law. 

There aro two essential matters yot to bo car- 
ried out In connection with tho encouraging of 
ngriculluro Bottlers. First, the s>;rvoying of 
available landsl for such a Ipurpoae and giving 
tho necessary information by tho Lands and 
Works Department; second, the making of 
roads to such settlements, so that the farmer 
may bo able to bring his produce to markot— 
such a policy as this must bu adopted in order 
to develop and oncourago tho farming Industry 
of our Province. By so doing wo shall add 
much to our wealth aud prosperity. 

The railway policy of tho Government has 
not been a InismesB-liko ono. From the timo of 
tho grant given to the KsquirnalC & Nanaimo 
Railway down to tho Nanusp & Slocan deal, 
tho intores s of tho Province and tho welfare 
of the people have not been well guarded. On 
the ono hand a corporation receives a largo 
subsidy and nu irnmonso tract of land, freo 
from taxation for ovor ; on tho othor, a privato 
company is BiibBidizrd by guaranteeing tho 
bonds to tho full cost of tho road as woll as in- 
terest on tho same for twenty-five yoars. One 
cannot but come to tho conclusion that a Gov- 
ernment policy of such a character is likolyto 
bring the credit of tho Province into disre- 
pute. 

Monopolies of any kind aro to bo doplorod ; 
but monopolies backed by Government aid and 
support aro ofton tho mo}t difficult to over- 
CO" o. Govornmont aid to such an oxtont as 
has bcou givon in the instances referred to 
precludes othor roads from being assisted or 
built. As an instance of thin wo rucogni//) tho 
diillculty the British Pacific Railway will havo 
in dealing with thoEsqulmoIt& Nanaimo Hail- 
way and its existing rights. Thus by tho action 
of tho presont Government in tho past It looks 
aB if tho province wero at the merov of ring- 
stors and monopolists who are despoiling the 
peoplo of their lioritago. 

I am opposed to tho executive using its powor 
to make largo appropriations of monoy by 
Bpecinl warrant for roads, streots, bridges ana 
public works, without tlrst submitting such ro 
tho legislature. Such a course of action leads 
to favoritism and corruption and is not in ac- 
cord with the principles of constitutional gov- 
ernment. 

I havo advocated, and will continue to do so, 
Iho reduction of taxation on improvements and 
tho abolition of taxes on mortgages. Tho latter 
impost propses doubly hard upon tho borrower, 
and tho repeal of thia law would be in the in- 
terest and lor tho advancement of tho province. 

Tho practlco followed on tne ovo of a gonoral 
olection of promising aid to public works and 
Institutions by members of the cxtcuti vo should 
bo condemned, bs it Is attempting to bribe tho 
electors with their own money. Tho independ- 
ent olectorsBhould answer this by sending men 
to tho Legislature who will do their utmost to 
removosuch ministers from power. 

Durir.g tho past four ye-irs legislation has 
been brought about, chielly by the OpDosition, 
In reforming tho School Law. Tho residents of 
tho cities havo now greator powor ovor tho man- 
egomontof thoir sohcols, and moro is yot desired 
In thlB particular. I shall ubo my boBt endeav- 
ors to bring this about, bo that our schools may 
be freo of all political inlluonocs. 

I have also advocated further restriction on 
Chineso immigration and the employment of 
Chineso by any company seeking charters or 
grants from the Legislature. I havo advocated 
and still maintain that a clause should be in- 
serted in all bills giving such privileges or aid 
to prevent tho employment of this class of 
labor. 

I also havo advocated tho necopslty of em- 
ploying ros' dents of the Province Instead of 
non-residents or foreigners in tho prosecution of 
all works or contracts let by tho Government. 

It is impossible in an add> esa of this kind to 
touch on all questions nll'ectlng tho Province 
I hopn, however, boforo long to havo tho oppor- 
tunity of addressing tho electors in publio 
meoting. at which time I will refer to matters 
moro extensively . 

Hoping that my past record as a representa- 
tive In tho Local Legislature has been accept- 
able to you, I again seek your votes and sup- 
port.

The LondoD Times saya : " It is scarcely 
doubtful that the tone of tho Ottawa con- 
ference will bo imperialistic, but it is eaaen- 
ti ,1 that sentiment give way to tho business 
oDject of tho convention, which is to pro- 
mote shipping and telegraphic communica- 
tion with a view to dovolop trade within 
tho Empire. * * * Delogatee will 
probably be asked to bear in mind that the 
primary object of the conference ia to pro- 
duce a practical scheme for the Paoifio 
Union cable. Upon this atop others nocet,- 
sarily will follow. But if the attention of 
the conference is allowed to wander over a 
wholo range of interesting topics, i.t will bo 
vain to hope for a definito result." 

Hon. Mackenzie Bowell, whoso recent 
trip to Australia was one of the causes which 
givoB rise to the conference, spoaka of the 
objeota to be considered by the Colonial dele- 
gates with greater authority than tho 
Times, however, and this is tho ordor of 
business that he has outlined : Closer trade 
relatione between Canada and tho Austra- 
lian colonies ; socoud, the laying of the 
Pacific cable as ot an exclusively B.itiali 
character. The delegates will also diacusa 
an agreement whereby tho conatitutional 
bar to preferential tariff treatment of other 
countries may bo removed. 

This programme, while not occupying 
much apace to relate it, covers a great deal 
of ground, involves an enormous sum of 
money and alao involves points, particularly 
in regard to the preferential tariff troat- 
mont that will tax the resources of British 
diplomacy. For instances, should the dele- 
gates to the convention " resolve" on tariff 
concessions to ono another, there is the 
*' most favored nations " clauao to be oon- 
aiderod, 

Then take the Pacific oablo. Apart from 
the necessary guarantee of 4 per cent, on a 
capital expenditure of £1,800,000, there aro 
a multitude of other questions relating to 
this project to settle. Perhaps one of the 
greatest magnitude 1b the extension of the 
submarine wire to the Cape. But there aro 
others that will tax the minds of even the 
clever men who will assemble at Ottawa. 

The important Wellington conference re- 
cently hold, proposed that tho cable should 
touoh at both the Sandwich islands and 
Samoa. But Mr. Sandford Fleming, tho 
chief Canadian promoter of tho scheme! 
who has suggested five different routes, 
urges that no places should bo touched at 
where British influence is not auprome. 
The matter, therefore, calls not only for 
earnest thought, but a quick deoision, as the 
Frenoh government is beginning a now line 
from QueenBtowa to New Caledonia with 
the objeot of connecting via Honolulu with 
America. Either Vancouver or San Fran- 
cisco will probably be the point of the North 
Amerioan continunt to be deoidod upon aa 
the termination of this lino. Certain disad- 
vantages, from a British point of view, 
would attach to a cablo touching on French 
territory, and this competition of tho French 
will doubtless Btimulate s till further tho 
energies of those who promote tho Britiah 
scheme. 

Cloaa trade relations between Canada and 
tho Australian colonies involves what ia now 
very muoh talked about, tho faBt Atlantic 
and Canadian-Australian stoamship lines. 
Without a line to AuBtralia there can bo no 
business done. There is no guaranteo that 
tho present service between Australia and 
Canada would bo permanent. Anyway, it 
is capable of bctog improved upon. Tho 
trade »be.Hy seems to warrant tho anBer- 
ti .n lii.i it. should bo improved upon, in 
Older 10 lead to furthor development of our 
commercial relations with tho anti- 
podean colonies. Australia, saya Mr. 
Bowell) in a recent report, has a 
largor foreign trado than any other 
British possessions, and ho thinks some of 
this foroign trade Bhnuld bo divortod to 
Canada. The exports laBt year from Canada 
to Australia amounted to §130,003, while 
our imports from thoro reached moro than 
double that amount, namely, 881,028 In 
agricultural machines alone thero were 
2,07"2 Bent from Canada to Australia. This 
ia but one item of the trade for which it is 
proposed to provide a strictly first-olaBa lino 
of steamers. Canada alono can point 
proudly to the connecting link between tho 
two ocf-onti, tho Canadian Pacific Railway. 
But tin; f iHt steamship lines questions is 
going to give the colonial delogatoa aa well 
as tho Earl of Jorsoy, tho Imperial dologato, 
Bome hard thinking boforo they can evolve 
a scheme that would be practicable.

COLONIES AND THE EJIPIHE. 

Extent of the Assistance tho Former Might 
Bender lu Case of Necessity. 

London, June 30 — In the House of Com- 
mons yeatorday Charles E. Vincent aBked 
the government to stato to what extent as- 
sistance oould be counted upon by the im- 
perial government from tho self-governed 
colonies in the case of an emergenoy. He 
also asked what was the amount of the an- 
nual expenditures for armed defenoos in 
Canada, Australasia, Now Zealand, Cape 
Colony and Natal. Mr. Sydnoy Buxton, 
parliamentary aooretary for tho colonies, 
Baid he waa unable to answer Mr. Vincent's 
questions at onoe. Tho extent of the assist- 
ance which the imperial government might 
rely upon, he said, depended very largely 
upon the nature of tho emorgenoy. There 
was no question, howover, as to the spirit of 
the colonics or their readiness to assist the 
mother oountry. This wrb evidenced by the 
many offers of help during the campaign in 
the Soudan. He would endeavor, he Baid, 
to obtain tho information requested as to 
the annual expenditures in tho self-governed 
colonioB, which he thought very probably 
woa in tho possession of tho imperial dofence 
committee. Sir Charles Dilke BuggeBted 
that the information bo presented to the 
houso in the form of a parliamentary paper. 
Mr. Buxton promised to consider the sug- 
gestion.

A BAD BEGINNING. 

Mr. Nioolai Sohou is beginning hia cam- 
paign in East Kootenay badly. He has 
written a letter to tho Newa-Advortisor, in 
whioh he endeavors to create tho impression 
that the Government intend to carry the 
riding by wholesale bribory. He has no 
better proof of this intention than " I am 
informed," " I am told," and ho in the end 
charitably hopes " that rumor lies. " If he 
really does entertain that hope, why does ho 
do his best to circulate the lie, and that, 
too, in great detail ? 

There is some ingonuity in Mr. ScIiou'b 
rumor. Tho roads and bridges in that part 
of tho country have been considerably dam- 
Bged by the floods, and Mr. Sohou, hearing 
that no time is to bo lost in putting 
these rouds and bridges in good 
condition, very charitably concludes thut 
the contracts given for the neceaeary work 
aro so nuny bribes. If ho were not so very 
clover it would have occurred to him that in 
a country disbriot in which thoro ia to be an 
election in less than a month, ib is highly 
necessary, in tho interest of all parties, that 
its roads and bridges should bo in a condi- 
tion to be travelled upon. If the Govern- 
ment allowed them to remain in an impas- 
sable elate the opponents of the Government 
would with good reaaon suBpeot that they 
were left unrepaired for the expreBS purpose 
of preventing electors boiDg ablo to travel to 
tho polling pluoes. Had the Government 
been apathotic and done nothing to put tho 
roads and bridges in good condition, Mr. 
Schou would very probably have written a 
letter denouncing tho Government for hiv- 
ing designedly allowed travel to remain to 
many of tho eleotors impossible. This 
would, indeed, be a much more plausiblo 
story than the one which he, or sdmo onn 
for him, Ijmh concocted about threatened 
bribery ! 

"A WORD TO THE WISE." 

Wo aro glad to see that Mr. llithet at tho 
Fern wood Road meeting requosted the 
electors who favor tho Government lo voto 
for tho four candidates on the Government 
ticket, for, as ho said, " it would bo foolish 
in the extreme to send two or threo mem- 
bers to support the Government and one or 
two to oppose them and to minimiBo thoir 
efforts." It should bo remomberod that it 
is for tho Government rather than tho sev- 
eral candidates on tho ticket that tho doctor 
votes. Tho eleotor who belioveB that tho 
Government has dono woll in tho paat and 
that if returned to powor will do woll in 
the future, is in consistency bound to do 
his beBb to ensure tho return of all 
of tho Government candidates. But 
if ho votos for ono or two of tho opponents 
of the Government he doea nob do his best, 
bub something a good deal tho other way. 
If any conaiderablo uumbor of voters favor- 
ablo to tho Government, in this and othor 
oonstituancies, voto for Opposition as well aa 
Government candidates tho chances of tho 
Government's being roturned with a good 
working majority will bo very greatly less- 
ened. Tho man who boliovos in tho Govern- 
ment's poliay, and wants to see that policy 
carried out, should nob think of voting for 
ono of its opponents, Suoh a way of voting 
is throwing down with ono hand what he Is 
attempting to build up with tho other. This 
he would nob dream of doing in anything 



else except voting. In other matters per- 
sonal predilections go for very 
little. In business ib is plain men 
musb be guided by business principles, 
and ib is nob business to vote for a man to 
support oertain measures and at tho same 
time to vote for another, having precisely 
the samo power, to oppose thoao measures. 
When an elector says, " I don't like Brown 
and therefore I will nob vobo for him," he 
forgeta that if Brown supports what he bo- 
lie vob the best policy his vote is just as good 
as if Brown wero his bosom friend. On tho 
other hand, if he votes for Smith, whom he 
likea though ho is opposed to him in poli- 
tics, Smith's voto against a measuro whioh 
ha desireB to see carried is just as offectivo 
as that of his bitterest enemy. It should 
not bo forgotten for a singlo moment that 
tho elector's likes and dislikes havo nothing 
whatever to with a representative's voto in 
tho Legislature. And it is the votoa that 
toll. But unfortunately this ia frequently 
forgotten, and mon often help to ohoose as 
their representatives in tho Legislature per- 
sons who not only do not represenb bheir 
views, bub who represent viows to whioh 
they are Btrongly opposed. This is neither 
sonsiblo nor consistent, and wo sincorely 
hope that no ono who really wiBhos to sup- 
port tho prosont Government and dosires to 
seo it continued in power, will divido his 
voto botwoen tho Government and the Op- 
position. For our own part wo cannot 
understand how any man who wishes well 
to Victoria and has tho good of tho Province 
at heart can either oppose tho prosont Gov- 
ernment or aupporb tho Opposition, Wo 
therefore expect that the voto for tho Gov- 
ernment candidatea will bo solid and that it 
will bo a sweeping majority. 



THE FERN WOOD MEETING. 

The roport of the lively meeting at Forn- 
wood Road thab appeared in yesterday 
morning's issuo, showed that tho Govern- 
ment candidates aro well ablo to give a 
reaaon for thoir political faith. They, in 
the presence of tho best mon that tho Oppo- 
sition in this city can produeo, showed very 
clearly that tho polioy pursued by the pres- 
ent Government is sound and suited to tho 
circumstances of the country. If the Hon. 
Mr. Leaven expected that ho would gain an 
easy victory over tho inexperionced men 
he went to meet, ho found himself 
very greatly mistakon. Though not 
as well posted in tho potty detail 
of legislation and administration as the lato 
leader of tho Opposition, Mr. Kithet and 
Mr. Helmcken huvo a more intelligent per- 
ception and a firmer grasp of the principles 
according to which the affairs of this Pro- 
vince must bo administered. So narrow aro 
Mr. Beaven's viows and bo superficial his 
criticisms that it really appears as if he does 
not understand what tho word " priuoiplo," 
as applied to tho government of a country, 
moans. Tho proceedings of the meeting 
made this very apparent. Some of tho 
electors who questioned Mr. Beaveu 
Beem to understand tho position which 
that gentleman occupies with 
speob to the administration of tho 
affairs of tho Province better than he doca 
himself. 

Ib can be Been from tho necessarily con- 
densed speeches of the Government candi- 
dates that they have a thorough understand 
iDg of tho questions now before tho people, 
and that they are prepared to deal with 
them in a sensible and practical way. Wo 
are therefore not at all surprised to find that 
they made a good impression, und that tho 
cauBO of the Government is strongor to-day 
in tho city than it was boforo tho meeting 
was hold, 

It is also to be observed that very many 
of tho electors have lost faith in Mr. Boavon 
as tho representative of on enterprising 
and a progressive constituency. His two 
years' administration as Mayor of tho city 
havo opened tho eyes of many who 
formerly believed in and admired him. Ex 
Alderman Brogg expressed tho feeling of a 
largo number of electors when ho said "thoro 
was a time when ho thought tho Hon. Mr. 
Beaven the first man in British Columbia in 
tho interest of tho workingman, but that ho 
did not think so to day." In tho practical 
ovoryday work of civic administration tho 
true nature of tho Mayor was rovoaled, and 
those who had opportunities of observing, as 
Mr. Bragg hud, saw that his sympathies 
wero not with tho man who oarned his 
bread by tho sweat of his brow. They, in 
fact, saw that there is nothing broad 
or liboral or warm about tho man, oither In 
intellect or in temperament. It is fortu 
uato that tho lato leudor of tho Opposition 
attended the mooting in Eernwood Hall. 
His preeenco niado tho proceedings moro 
livoly than they would othorwiao havo 
been, and convinced some of tho observers 
that tho Government is stronger in that 
division of the city than thoy thought 
possible. 

THE LATEST ROORBACK. 

In Dr. Milno's dreary speech 
Wodnosday evening, which consisted 
chiefly of long, printod extracts, 
delivorod in a painfully monoton- 
ous manner, ho road a loiter taken from 
tho return of correspondence presented to 
tho Legislature in 189.'! in roforonoo to tho 
Canada Wostorn schomo. This letter, 
which tho Times takes painB to ro- 
produco oditorially, was writbon by Mossrs. 
Bodwoll & Irving, solicitors for tho 
Canada Westorn Contral Railway Co., to 
tho Attorney-General. In it tho romarkablo 
proposal ia made to endoavor to induce tho 
Dominion Govornmenb to raise tho embargo 
on Chinese immigration for a limibod timo 
so aa to permit the work, if undertaken, to 
bo carried on cheaply by Chinoso labor. 

Tho responsibility for suoh a proposal 
the Times and Dr. Milno aro most anxious 
to shoulder on Mr. Rlthot, who as 
all. aro aware was ono of tho promoters of tho 
Canada Western ohartor. Thoso who aro 
not acquainted with Mr. Rithct's actual 



connection with the Canada Western Rail- 
way Co. might easily be deceived by tho 
view of the oaso proBentod by tho Opposi- 
tion. It is oue of those ingenious efforts 
made cn the eve of ao elootion to throw dust 
in the oyea of tho electors. 

At tho meeting on Friday evening Mr. 
Rlthot cloarly oxplained hia poaition in tho 
mattor. In reply to a question as to whether 
ib was true that the solicitors for his com- 
pany wrote a letter asking that tho Chinese 
bo admittod to build the Canada Western, 
he said: "That is simply answered. I 
never saw tho letter from tho solicitors until 
after it was published. I was not in the 
city at tho timo Ib was written. Thoy wore 
acting for thepartios who had tho handling 
of tho chartor, but that was not then in my 
hands." 

Tho fact of tho matter wub thut the 
charter obtained by Mr. Rithot wub handed 
over to a Construction Company for a stated 
period on certain conditions, during which 
timo its control was entirely out of his 
hands. He had nothing whatsoever to do 
with tho handling of tho charter for tho 
poriod roferred to. Honco ho was not re- 
sponsible for uny proposition tho Company 
made or might mako while the arrangomont 
lasted. 

The Opposition, howovor, go farther, and 
desiro also to fuBton tho responsibility for the 
clauses of tho lettor relating to tho employ- 
ment of Chinese on the Govornmont. This 
is something too ridiculous to aeriouBly (He- 
ouss. If the Government wero to bo made 
responsible for tho thousand und ono propos- 
als und BuggeationB that como from varioUB 
sources it would bo in a sorry dilemma in- 
deed. Ia order to protect itself ib would ro- 
quiro to pass a law providing for a board 
of conBora through whioh all proposals 
should pass beforo boing submitted for con- 
sideration. No doubt any railway com- 
pany, as a business corporation, would be 
only too pleased to accept any arrangoment 
favorable to its own interests, and would 
not hesitate to ask for it. No eensiblo man, 
howovor, belioveB that; tho present or any 
other Government would consider for a 
moment any such proposition as tho ono 
made by the Canada WosttTn Company, 
and no such proposition was entertained. 

It is rather straDgo that notwithstand- 
ing tho fact chat the correspondence in 
question has been beforo the country for 
considerably over a year, tho Opposition 
should havo waited until within a woek of 
election to refer to this mattor. Wo would 
imagine that theso gentlemen, if they were 
so zealous as thoy profoss to be in 
the interests of whito labor, would 
have long ago made the welkin 
ring with their denunciations of a 
suggestion so fraught with danger to public 
interests in caao they believed it to havo 
been entertained by tho Government. That 
they did not do so before is proof that they 
have grasped at it ab the last momonb to 
effect a purpose, and only as drowning men 
grasp at straws.

Later in the day tho Colonist roceived 
further moagre information from its Ash- 
croft correapondent to tho effect that the 
man (whose name is not given) waB arrested 
at Alkali lake and brought in to Ashcroft 
by Basil Eagle. 

Superintendent HueBoy found tho gold 
duBt stolen from the mail carrior'B austody 
in his possession, and ho has been identified 
by the aottler at whosa house he stayed on 
the night of tho 24th, and from whom he 
Btole the gunnyBaok whioh provided him 
hia mask.

" WILLIAM IRVING" WRECKED. 

Sue Is Believed to Have Struck a Simp; (and 
Gone to tuo Bottom. 

Laat evening the rumor was current that 
the C.P.N- steamer William Irving, plying 
on the upper Fraser, had met with a seriouB 
accident above Westminster, striking a snag 
which tore a great hole in her bottom, and 
cauaod hor to fill and sink before she could 
be reached.

tec^ed by fatal consequences to ony on 
board, or thia certainly would have beon 
mentioned. 

The Colonist correspondents at West- 
minster and Vancouvor were at once wired 
to for details of tho accident, but 
could supply none ; full details will no doubt 
be available to-day. The Irving has for tho 
past few weeks been rendering good servico 
iu tho district invaded by flood, running up 
to Katz Landing, and only yesterday was 
reported aa giving asaiBtanco to tho Rithet, 
when tho latter's shaft came to griof. 



AGAINST, CONTRACT LABOR 

InstrnctlonB Given to Prevent the United 
States Railways Importing Help 
Front Canada. 

WASHINGTON, Juno 30.— Tho immigration 
inspectors on tho Canadian border have been 
instructed to scrutinize laborers coming into 
the United States to soo that tho railroads 
are not bringing in laborers under contraot 
to tako tho strikers' pUces. This aation is 
taken as tho result of the Btatement mado 
that tho railroadH hod engaged two thouaand 
men in Canoda.

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OTTAWA LETTER. 



Intercolonial Conference — Canada's 
Representatives- Delegates to 
Tonr the Dominion. 



Ministerial Caucus-Redistribution Not 
to Be Dealt. With-Cliarltou's 
Treachery. 



(From Our Own Corrospondont) 
Ottawa, June :16.— The untoward oir 
cumstanccs oonncotod with the assembling 
of the Intercolonial Conference, the 'illness 
of Commissioner Fitzgerald, coupled with 
the floods in British Columbia and the inter 
ruption of thi-ough train service, by no 
means discouraged those who look for great 
thingB from the conference. The Canadian 
commissioners who aro to sit round the 
council board with Lord Jersey and the dele 
gates from Australia, New Zealand and the 
Cape were named to-day. It was bub fit 
ting that Hon. Mr. Bowell, whose energy 
during the paBt-few monthn has given such 
a great impetus to the colonial quostlon 
should bo given the precedence in the order 
in-counoil appointing 

THE CANADIAN. COSIMISSIONERS. 

Moreover, it must not be forgotton that 
Mr. Bowell is the oldeBt privy councillor in 
ottiolal harness to-day. Associated with 
him as Canadian representatives at the con- 
ference are the Postmaater-Genernl, who oc- 
cupies the dual role of boing thu French 
Canadian representative and administrator 
of the mail service whioh will crop up fr 
quently when tiie questions to come before 
the conference aro discussed. Then thoie la 
Hon. Gao. E Fostor, Minister of Finauce, 
unquestionably one of the ablest men in 
parliament. A aplondid debater, a ripe 
scholar, . thoroughly oonversant with all 
questions of trado and finance, he 
will occupy a not inconsiderable position 
at the counoil board. Last, but by no 
means least, comes Mr. Sandford Fleming, 
C.M.G., the life-long advocate of the Pacific 
cable schemo. It Is eminently appropriate 
that Mr. Fleming should be chosen as one 
of the Canadian commissioners, seeing that 
he was, in conjunction with the late Sir 
Alexander Campbell, ono of the repre- 
sentatives of the Dominion at the Imperial 
conference of 1887. The experience which 
ho gained of the manner of oonducting 
these gatherings gives him an advantage 
over his co-commissioners, but his informa- 
tion will bo to their bonefit. 

Until io-day, a- good deal of doubt at- 
tached to tho precise position which the Farl 
of Jersey will occupy in the conference, but 
now it is known that he will not be able to 
pledge the Home Government to anything 
He is simply coming to Ottawa in an ad 
visory capacity and to report to tho Imperial 
Government tho results of the deliberations 
of the other delegates. Tho gathering itself 
promises to be much larger than wan at firBt 
antioipated, as several offioers from the Co- 
lonial Department in London are oceom 
panying Lord Jersey. It is expeoted that 
the conference will be in session for five or 
six weeks. Tho commissioners will not 
meet from day to day. The government 
purposes inviting them to visit 

DIFFERENT TAKTS OP TIIE COUNTRY 

and already requests have been received 
from the Boards of Trade of Toronto and 
Montreal for permission to entertain them. 
Those delegates who have not already seen 
British Columbia will bo given an oppor- 
tunity to do so, while It is also the inten- 
tion to afford facilities to all to visit the 
Maritime Provlnoes. Adjournments, there- 
fore, of a week at a time, may be agreed 
upon. Canada having taken hold of this 
projeot, it devolves upon the government to 
see that the dignity of the country is upheld 
and that hospitalities are accorded to the 
visitors with an unsparing hand. There are 
great possibilities in store for Canada, Aus- 
tralia and the Empire as a result of the de- 
liberations which will commence here on 
tho 28th. 

It is only two or three days ago that an 
oppoaition paper was grumbling because 
there had been no caucus of the Conserva- 
tive members this sesalon. Almost simul- 
taneously with this "newspaper growl the 
notices were issued summoning a private 
meeting of Sir John Thompson's supporters, 
whether they occupiod seatB in tho Senate or 
House of Commons. The cauous is tho legiti- 
mate offspring of responsible government, 
For years it has been tho custom of the par- 
liamentary leaders in tho mother country to 
hold such gatherings, and tho wheals of 
legislation in Canada wonld not run quite as 
easily bb they do did not the leaders of tho 
politioul parties recognize and make ubo of 
this mears of takiDg counsel with their fol- 
lowers. Often ft queatlon may come up in 
tho House, whether introduced by nnrt »ido 
or the other, which may not meet with tho 
full approbation of tho members of the pro- 
posing party. When any crucial measure is 
to be introduced tho wiser course to pursue 
is to hold a private gathering of members 
and, free from vhfl restraints which tho 
presence of newspaper men imposes upon 
them, there tako counsel as to tho beat modo 
to pursue. It is gonerally supposed that tho 
primary object of tho 

MINISTERIAL CAUCUS 
of Wednesday of thia week waa to obtain 
tho views of members on the question of the 
introduction of a redistribution bill. Tho 
Conservative memborB from Quebec aro tho 
principal advocates of tho measure, although 
if tho bill had como down this session I be- 
lieve it would have boon found to bo not 
canfinod entiroly to tho Province of Quebec. 
The introduction of tho bill this sossion, 
particularly if itB provisions wore of a radi- 
cal character, meant that tho house would 
havo been in session until September or 
Ootober. Members havo had threo months of 
work and they aro now anxious to get 
away. Tho idea of an all-summer eeaaioa la 
not palatable, and so at tho private con- 
ference of members, after a discussion, in 
which tho representatives of tho pooplo ox- 
pressed themselves fully either for or 
against, the consonsua of opinion was ad- 
vorso to the introduction of a redistribution 
bill thia year. Somo members wore anxioua 
for an indiacriminato slaughter of tho inno- 
cents and tho closing of tho House within 
tho next ton days, but tho First Miniotor is 
strongly antagonistic to any sugges- 
tion whioh involves a sacrifico on tho 
part of tho government of any of their bills 
montionod in tho Bpoech from tho throne, 
henco, with tho exception of the Insolvency 
bill, which cannot go through tho Commons 
for lack of time to consider it, the govern- 
ment is determined to put all their measures 
through, and this will keep tho houae in 
aosaion likely for threo weeks longer. 

It cannot bo gainsaid that thoro in a 
growing feoling in tho House of Commons 
and tho country against 

THE INSOLVENCY HILL. 

Tho smaller Boards of Trade oro peti- 
tioning against it, and it is a significant fact 
that tho only organizitiona whioh havo 
pressed for it aro tho Boards of Trade of 
Toronto and Montreal. The politicians 
arc decidedly averso to' it. If an easy! 



method of insolvency were furnished to 
buainoaB men whose affairs are somewhat 
tangled up, tho result would bo that thou- 
sands in different parts of tho country 
might embraoo the opportunity to rid 
themselves of their finauciul entanglements. 
On the eve of a general election this would 
be a dangerous thing for any government. 
Ib might bo implied thut the administration 
to-duy was responsible for tho trade condi- 
tion of the country, and a strong feeling 
created against the ministry on that ao 
count. Some members of tho house do not 
want to tako any chances, hence they are 
not at all sorry tbat the insolvency bill is 
going over. 

CHARLTON SCORED. 

John Charlton, member for Michigan, by 
the grace of tho eleotora of North Norfolk, 
was proven in tho houae thia weok to be a 
traitor to hia country. Threo of the junior 
members of the house, Messrs. Bennett, 
Maolean and White, two of them boing 
newspaper men, porformod the taBk of im- 
peaching Charlton, and thoy did it in a man- 
ner which ho will not forgot for a long timo. 
Mr. Charlton was proven to have sent a 
communication to Seorotary Carlisle of 
Washington, pointing out how Canada 
could be the moro effectually squeezed by 
the Wilson bill. Indepondont newspapers 
characterize Charlton's action as one of the 
most disgraceful episodes whioh haa hap 
pened in connection with the public affairs 
of this country. Tho Ottawa Journal, 
which is by no moans an out-and-out sup- 
porter of tho present admiuiatration at Ot- 
tawa, aaya Mr. Charlton ought, to be bound- 
ed out ot public lifo. 

Mr. Bennett, who introduced the ques- 
tion, is one of tho youngest members of tho 
house. In bringing up tho subject he took 
counsel only nun a fev/'meniDera on tho 
brtck benches and only fivo minutes before 
he roue he intimated 10 tho First Minister 
what his intentions were. Of course, Sir 
John could not wult stop him, although if 
ho hud hoard of thu matter earlier ho might 
havo Bought to do bo, becauso an arrange- 
ment had been reachul with the opposition 
for a discussion of tho superannuation ques- 
tion. Mr. Bennett's uotlon has been tho 
moans of scoriDga 

A BIG POINT FOR TIIE GOVERNMENT, 
And ho was well backed up by MosBrs. Mac- 
lean and White. 

The notice which Sir Charles H. Tupper 
put on the order papor tho other day for tho 
imposition of a tonnago tax of ten cents a 
ton on steamships registered in Canada, may 
create some confusion among steamship 
men, without the nocessary accompanying 
explanation. A tux of ten centB is now im- 
posed, and therefore thoro ia no change pro- 
posed so far as the aotual levy ia concerned, 
but as doubts havo arisen under the present 
act as to the legality of tho imposition the 
law has to be changed, and this can only be 
done with a bill of this character by putting 
a resolution on tho order paper. Tne total 
amount of gross rnnnoge registered in Cana- 
da in 1893 waa 241,172, of which Britiah 
Columbia furnished 25,552, Ontario 70,087 
and Quebec 97,785 tons. 

Tho storiea sent out from Honolulu of tho 
contemplated intention of tho Imperial Gov- 
ernment to seize Necker island, which is 400 
miles from Honolulu, to bo usod as one of 
tho landing stations for the proposed Pacific 
cable and how the schemo was baulked by 
tho vigilanco of the Provisional Government 
•of Hawaii is simply laughed at here. If 
there had been any intention on tho part of 
the homo government to Boizi the island 
they could have done so six months ago. In 
the early winter juat passed the question of 
the ownership ot the' island waa carefully 
looked into by tho Imperial authorities, and 
it was then found that tho island belonged 
to Hawaii. If it is deemed essential to 
obtain this island as one of the landing 
places for tho cable, doubtless there will bo 
no difficulty in obtainiog it by friendly 
negotiation with the government of Hawaii. 



STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

One or the Dullest ami beast Interesting 
Saturdays for a Long Time- 
Values of Shares. 

New York, Juno 30. — This has been one 
of the dullest and least interesting Satur- 
days at the Stock Exchange for a long tin:e. 
The attendance of traders at tho board was 
slim and business waa further curtailed by 
the absence of orders for foreign account, 
the London Stock Exchange having been 
closed.

DIVISIONAL COURT. 

(Presont: Crease and MdCroight, JJ.) 

Victoria, Juno 30, 1894. 

Gordon v. Cotton — Judgment of CreaBe, 
J.: This was an appeal on behalf of the de- 
fendant Cotton from the order of court 
dated the 30th May, 1894, whereby an 
order made herein by Mr. Justice Drake on 
the '26 h May, 1S94, was amended by in- 
serting the words "before Mr. Justioo 
Drake " after tho word " court " in the 
first lino of such order. 

The appeal was made on two grounds, 
viz : 

1. That Mr. Justice Walkem, who made 
thu amendment, had no jurisdiction to sit 
for Mr. Justice Drake and make the said 
ordor. 

2 That the amendment being a substan- 
tial ono going to the validity of tho whole 
order, and not merely a olerioal error or 
omission, there was no jurisdiction to make 
tho Bald ordor. 

Thoro wero two orders. 

Tho first of 20th of May, 1894, waa made 
at Vancouver by Mr. Justice Drake. The 
effrct of ib was to deelaro the defendant 
guilty of a contempt of court, and ordering 
him to stand committed to H. M.'h j»il at 
Now Woatminator for the period of throe 
months for hia contempt. 

Tho ordor was complote and good in sub- 
stanco and terms, the only objeotion biing 
that tho provision of section 58 of oap. 31 
Conaol. Stat., 1888, for tho Insertion of tho 
namo of tho judgo on the order, had acci- 
dentally not been carried out by tho inser- 
tion of the usual words " before Mr. Justice 
Drake " in tho caption of the order. 

To euro this, upon motion made on bohulf 
of tho plaintiff to that effect, Mr. Justice 
Walkem having as a mattor of precaution, 
whore the liberty of the subject waa concern- 
ed, und ex abundante cautoU, obtained by 
telegraph tho sanction of Mr. Justice Drake, 
t hon in Victoria, to tho amendment, upon 
motion duly made and opposed, made tho 
ordor of tho 30th of May, 1894, directing 
thut tho order modo by Mr. Juatico Drake 
on 26th May should bo amended by adding 
tbo worda " boforo Mr. Justice Drako " in 
the cuption. And thia in tho ordor appealed 
against. In tho caption of it tho words 
wero " before Mr. Justice Walkom, sitting 
for Mr. Justice Drake," which also is ap- 
pealed against. 

Mr. Compboll for the appellant argued 
that : 

1. Mr. Justice Walkem had no jurisdic- 
tion to sit for his brothor judge and make 
tho lattor order. 

2 And that the amendmenb by tho addi- 
tion of the jodgo's name was a substantial 
one, affecting tho whole order, and thorofore 
one which the learned judgo had no juris- 
diction to make. 

The learned counsel contendod that our 
S C. rule 260 only guvo the judge an auth- 
ority to rectify errors as pronqunced from 
the bench. 

That the English rulo 319, from which 
our rulo 2GG was copied (according to Snow's 
Practice,. 1894, p. 5SG), restricted the privi- 
lege of amendment to rectifying clerical or 
other errors in the drawing up of tho order, 
citing in support Tuokor vs. N. Brunswick 
Co., 44 Chan. Dlv. 249 250, where an interim 
irjunotion had been made against the com- 
pany with the usual undertaking against 
damages incurred by tho company. 
The company and ono Matthows appeared 
at the nearing of the notice 
(or injunction. When the dhcussion was at 
an end, counsel for Matthews naked for the 
usual undertaking as to damages ; this waa 
promised both for the company and 
MatlhewB —but only the undertaking as to 
tho compony was embodied in the order. 
This was wrong, and tho case was appealed. 
Lord Justice Cotton said : 

" If Mr. Juatico Cnitty who m»do tho or- 
der hud been appealed to, ho might havo set 
this matter right, for the order had been 
passed and entered ; ho had jurisdiction to 
corroot it as nob rightly expressing tho order 
he had made." 

From which defendant's counsel contend- 
ed that Mr. Juatico Drake might have made 
this amendmenr, but no other Judge. 

He also argued on Smith vs. Baker, 2 
Hemming & Miller 498 (an old cuso long 
previous to the jurisdiction act, before Vice- 
Chancollor Wood) that whilo tho court 
would interfere in order to do justice, it 
would only do so where it was hot interfer- 
ing with Btatutory enactment. 

A judgo here, Mr. Campbell contended, 
had no power to interfere as it would be in- 
terfering with what he considered a statu- 
tory direotion, namoly, aection 58 of the 
Supromo court act, CouboI. Stat. 1888, cap. 
31, which cnaota that "evory judgment or 
ordor made before a single judge shall show 
on its faco tho name of the judgo making 
the samo, e.g , before Mr. Justice (namiDg 
tho judge)." 

Citing Weekly Notes, 1867, in ro Hutch- 
inson, p. 49, where an amending order made 
after tho stipulated timo for making It had 
expirod was ollowed because it was not an 
orilfn."'!'"??"'! b" *.ho act (tho English bftllk- 
ruptcy act, see 192). 

Tho present Order, ho contended, should 
not bo allowed, as it was an order which 
was affected by a statutory enactment. 
(Sec. 58 ) 

Tho order, loo, had beon already entered 
and executed by too imprisonment of tho 
defendant, and could not now bo amended. 
He contended that " Mr. Juatic Walkom, 
sitting for Mr. Justice Drake," was not a 
compliant with see. 58, and that ho hod no 
authority to do bo, and considered tho ap- 
peal ehould bo granted. 

Mr. Davis, for tho plaintiff, argued : The 
coses cited do not apply to thia one — as to 
tho allegation that no case had. been do- 
oided whero a change hod been mado in an 
order after it has been entered. Swiro'B 
oaso, 30 Chan. Div., far instance, went 
much furthor — not only was tho ordor on- 
tored, but thero tho orror corrootod was in a 
substantial matter. 

As to " thia not boing a olorical orror, bub 
a subatantial going to tho whole ordor," tho 
question for tho courb is that under rulo 200 
—words, whatovor they may be, omittod 
by occidont or orror, may bo amended and 
set right. 

SuppoBoan order hooded " lathe Supreme 

of B. C."— rulo 260 covers that— and 

tho missing word can bo supplied. 

If an order bo — " that such and audi a 
thing bo dono " — with the words "this 
court doth ord<-r" omitted, rulo 200 could 
supply them. 

Thu Bpirit of sec. 58 haa been observed in 
the present order— and the provision to 
Bhow what judge modo it, complied with. 
Tho learned counaol to show that tho prac- 
tice of one judge acting for another is a 
matter of courtesy contended that tho some 
necessity which gave rise to tho practice 
Nustained by Chief Jusuco Taylor in 3 
Manitoba Rep. L R. 2, Exo. 10, whero one 
judgo is allowed tvon to rescind the order of 
another— obtains in Vanoouvor whero judges 
succeed one another at short intervals, und 
such a pruotioo is one of groat convenience. 
Oa all these grounds the uppoal should nob 
bo allowed. 

After giving full consideration to all tho 
argumento and authorities adduced by the 
learned counsel on both oideB, I am of opin- 
ion that tho present appeal cannot bo sus- 
tained. 

Treating first of Mr. Juatico Drake's 
ordor, I am inolined to think the require- 
ment of socbion 58 is subatantially ' fulfilled

by that ordor without any addition. It was 
in several rsspoota much in tho condition 
whioh t;ho Lord Chancellor in tho Risca coal 
case, 31 L.,1. Chan. 431, described ae tho 
most deBirablo. It wua " completed on tho 
spot nnd writton out by tho judioial officer 
and in curia," for it was drawn up by Mr, 
Justioo Drake himself on the spot, at tho 
timo, in his own handwriting — whioh is 
porfootly well known — and signod on itB 
faoo with his own initials, also 
in his own handwriting, and which 
could not possibly represent any othor 
judge's namo, 

I think, thorefore, that it may reasonably 
bo contouded that substantially tho ordor 
" shows on its faco tho namo of tho judgo 
who mado it," though not in tho idontical 
words "boforo Mr. Justico" so-and-oo, 
whioh by-tho-by aro only givon o. g., that is 
exempli flratia. 

But bo that as it may— Mr. Justiae Wal 
kom, as a judgo of tho Supremo court, by 
his own intrinsic authority uuder judioaturo 
rulo 206 (marginal), had lull powor to mako 
it us ho has dono. ■ 

That rulo says ,: olerioal mistakes in judg- 
ments, or errors arising theroin from any ac- 
cidental slip or omission, may at any timo 
be corrcotod by tho court (or a judgr ), on 
motion or summons without an appeal." 

Mr. Justice Drake's authbrity to aotwos 
not necessary to onablo him oo do this, 
prudent as it was to obtain it, to avoid oven 
the appearance of collision, under tho cir- 
oumstances of this particular oaso. 

Like tho instance alluded to by my 
loDrnod brother during tho argumont — of a 
policeman having tvio warrants In his pos- 
session, one good, the othor doubtful, and 
using tho doubtful one— he has still the 
good ono upon whioh ho falls baok, and that 
avails " utile per inutile non vitiatur," 

Tho court was still in existence, and I 



think tho act of making the amended ordor 
was tho acc of tho court by whichever S. C. 
judgo it had been mado. 

I think also that under marginal rule 2CG, 
orrors and omissions cf any kind in a judg- 
ment which like this one aro accidental, can 
at any timo bo corrected by tho court or any 
judgo thoroof. 

Tho identity of tho court is always suffi- 
cient to carry on tho effoob of tho order. 

If tho judgo who mado tho order woro 
drowned or died "tho court or a (that is 
any) judgo theroof" could correct such an 
orror and deal with it to the samo extent as 
tho judgo who mado it. 

There aro often casos— for instance as in 
tho Exchequor Chambers in England, which 
consists of sovcrul judges — whero ono or 
moro judges go out of court oa some other 
duty and may or may not return, still the 
oourt remains. 

Without somo such powor of correction 
of suoh orrors residing in the oourt or a 
judgo, tho courso of justico would bo moat 
seriously impeded or thwarted. Tho RiBoa 
Cual case 31 L J. Chnn. 421, indicates this. 

Although I havo givon the caso bo much 
attention, yet when 'we regard tho authori- 
ties It seems Boarcely a debateable point. 
On all considerations therefore I consider 
that tho ordor of May 23 last and tho 
amending ordor of May 30, 1894, were woll 
within the seopo of rulo 2G0, and must bo 
sustained, and tho appoal dismissod with 
costs.

Mr. Eberta and Mr. Carey Address 
the Electors of Their 
District. 



Masquerading Under Government Col- 
ors-Denounced From the 
Platform. 

There was a large and enthusiastic gath- 
ering of South Victoria electors in the South 
Saanich agricultural hall, Friday evening, 
to listen to Mr. Eborts and Mr. Carey, the 
candidates for tho diatriot in the coming 
olectiou. A Victoria & Sidney train took 
out a number of eleotors resident along tho 
line, and also hrought ft reinforcement from 
northern end of the district, ao when tho 
proceedings opened tho apaoiouB hall was 
well filled. On the platform wore Mr, 
Eborts, Mr. Carey, Hon. D. W. Higgina and 
the ohairman, Mr. W. Thompson. 

Mr. Eborts received a big round of cheers 
aa he stepped forward to apoak. He re- 
ferred amid applause to hia reasons given at 
former meetings for giving a loyal support 
to the government, and held that only by a 
liberal and progressive policy, aa carriod out 
by the present administration, could tho de- 
velopment of tho country continue. Ho re- 
ferred to the building of roads to assist tho 
farmer and induce aottlomont, and touching 
on tho eubjeot of education was sure ho was 
in touch with the majority of tho electors 
when he aaid that he believed in tho present 
free and non-sectarian educational system, 
and if elected would always put hia shoulder 
to the wheel and do his p-irt in tho intoreBtB 
of education. (Applause.) Going into the 
general policy oi tho government, he main- 
tained that the government had the true in- 
toreat of tho poor man at heart, and aa proof 
of this roforrod to their improvement of the 
homestead law, tho law to enable employes 
to collect three months' wages in preference 
to other creditors, the exemption of wages 
up to $40 a month from garnishment, tho 
employers' liability act, the labor act, and 
the last amendment to tho land act giving 
leases of Crown lands in small holdings to 
aotual settlers with the privilege of pur- 
chase. Tho government had stopped 
speculation in lands, and in the interest of 
the farmer the agisters act, tho noxious 
weeds acta, and tho act for tho establish- 
ment of a board of horticulture had been 
pasaed. The prevention of contagious 
diseases among cattle waa an ondeavor to 
protect tho stock of farmers. The railway 
policy and the general policy to develop the 
resources of the Province were also dealt 
with. He was enthusiastically applauded 
as he took hia seat. 

Mr. Carey was greeted with applause 
when his turn came to speak. In opening 
he remarked that tho government wus only 
a committee of the people's representatives, 
and it would be preposterous if they should 
tyrannize over the people. He did not see 
why Mr. Eberts claimed so great credit for 
the government. Ho then read his printed 
address to the electors to define his position. 
He did not consider the district had suffi- 
cient police protection. They had no court- 
house or jail thero because they were too 
honeat and busy to need one ; but they did 
not want to he robbed on the way to town. 
(Laughter.) Referring to the dyking act he 
ridiculed the dyking of the Fraser country, 
and said that no aane man would try to 
dyke tho low-lying lands along the banks of 
the Mainland river. Tho government were 
only forced to bring in these aots by the 
grasping fellows who were sent to the house. 
The government would be foolish to dyke 
the lands from Chitliwack down aa they 
might as well try to dyke them with 
Sandwich island brown sugar. (Laughter.) 
He did not object to the development of the 
country, but as for developing Kootenay 
there was not a mine in that country that 
had yet paid. The land aot amendment 
passed last session was utterly absurd. 
What was the use of putting a man on a 
Bmall piece of land in the vicity of Vancou- 
ver and expecting him to make a living. It 
waa poor, watery gravel that would not 
raise seed to feed a chicken. There was not 
a Blngle garden around Vancouver. 

Voicea— " Como off," " Don't talk non- 
sense," " Tou don't know whab you are 
talking about." 

Turning to redistribution, he accuBed tho 
government of dividing up Viotorla district 
and throwing South Viotoria into the sea 
amoDg the Greek fishermen of the islands. 
(Liughter. ) Ha then proceeded to give 
E'quimalt district a rub, claiming aaroas- 
tioally that a great many saloon-keepers 
were voters there. South Viotoria had only 
ooo representative while Esquimalt had two. 
He found fault with the miniDg leases, say- 
ijg that tho Horsefly and other hydraulio 
acts were a piece of criminal legis- 
lition. Against the employment of 
Chinamen there was no penalty attached, 
consequently tho clause waa of no effect. 

Mr. Eberts — Read the whole clause. 

Mr. Carey did not, though challenged to 
do so, but maintained that he waa correct 
in what ho stated. Aa to the Kootonay 
country, he had saved that himself to tho 
country, and ho took credit for having by his 
own efforts, with one or two otheis, secured 
tho disallowance of tho Ainsworth grant 
years aero. Iu conclusion, ho predicted a 
victory for himself. 

Mr. Eberts in reply could imngico an 
ignorant man trying to oram something un- 
truo down people's throats, but was sur- 
prised that an intelligent man like Mr. 
Carey would attempt to do so. A penalty 
waa provided in thr: uct if tho Horsefly Hy- 
draulic Co. employed Chinese. As to the 
Kootenay coinpuny, Mr. Carey was perfoctly 
ignorant of the geography of tho country 
and had never b-tii there, though ho pre- 
tended to kno\r all about it. (Laughter.) 
Challenged by Mr. Carey to show where' tho 
ponalty in tho act was provided, Mr. Eberts 
did so amid a storm of applause from tho 
audience. Mr. Eberts went on to Bcore Mr. 
Carey for pretending to havo a groat admir- 
ation for Ron. Mr. Davie, and asking to bo 
olected as a government supportor, when 
evory time ho opened his mouth ho con- 
demned tho aota of tho government. (Ap- 
plause and cheers.) The government diel nob 
want him. Tho men they wanted wero those 
who would give I hem a true, loyal support. 
(Applause.) Mr. Carey had como out in 
1800 as a supporter of tho same government 
that is now in power. Ten days later ho had 
turnod nrour.d and opposed the government. 

Mr. Carey— No ! No, 

Mr. Eborts— 0, I'vo got that eloctlon ad- 
dress hero. I'll road it. Ho road it, Mr. 
Curey interrupting. Mr. Eborts wont on to 
characterize Mr. Caroy's oloction address as 
a dastardly pamphlet to stab him in tho 
•dirk with iauendocs of corruption, and 
road an extraot which advised the oleotora 
to oast nsido men with a tarnished reputa- 
tion. Could any man point a finger at him 
(Mr. Eberts) and say hiB reputation waa tar- 
nished ? Mr. Carey ought to bb ashamed of 
trying to besmirch him. (Cheers and tre- 
mendous applause.) Mr. Eberta wont on 
scoring Mr. Caroy, that gontlemon trying to 
intorrupt him without success and tho audi- 
denca applauding vigorously. Ho twitted 
Mr. Carey for ohanging about from a sup- 



?orter to an opponent of the government in 
890. That gentleman wna betwean the Devil 
and the deep bluo sea — the opposition would 
not have him and the government sup- 
ported did not want him. (Cheers.) The 
peeple wero pot with Mr. Caroy and on 
July 7 he (Mr. Eberts) would got not only 
government votes, but oven moro opposition 
votes than Mr. Carey. (Applause.) 

When Mr. Eberta resumed his seit Mr. 
Carey got up to reply. He charged Mr. 
Eborta with Using corrupt in the extremo 
for assisting to ix-jmpt tlietramwaycompany 
from taxcB for several years. 

Cries of Nicholson, brought Mr. J. Nichol- 
son, jr., to tho platform. He came before 
them, he Baid, to explain why he had re- 
tired from tho contest. He had withdrawn 
beoauso he did not think it wiso to have two 
government men in tho field. Ho classed 
Mr. Carey aB au out and out oppositionist — 
a man who blew hot aud cold with the same 
breath. Ho (Mr. Nioholson) was going to 
put all his influence on the sido of Mr. 
EborlB, and ho uBkod tho electors to vote 
for that gentleman. (Great and prolonged 
applause) 

Hon, D. W. Higgins, on boiDg invited to 
apeak, aaid that ho was Buro Mr. Nicholson 
had hit tho nail on tho head. Mr. Carey 
was an out and out oppositionist and should 
not sail undor falso colors any longor. Ho 
should put up hia propor Uig. Mr. HigginB 
replied to Mr. Carey's attaok on Eaquimalt 
diatriot, showing from tho voters' list that 
there wore only nine saloon koepors on it. 
As for Mr. Eberta. no moro upright, honest 
man had over been in tho house. (Applause.) 
Ab to tho tramway matter he explained how 
the uct had been pasBod aa the entorpriao 
had hoen crippled for a timo by tho 
lire, but as far aa Mr. Eberts waa conoorned 
that gentleman had been Bick in bed when 
the bill went through tho house. 

At the close of tho mooting threo oheers 
were proposed for Mr. Eberts, and tho 
rosponae was so vigorous that the rafters 
shook. Some one then proposed throe 
cheers for Mr. Carey, but only the proposer 
responded, and after Riving one oheer ho 
sank back in hiB soat in a state of confusion. 

A vote of thanks to tho chairman was 
carried by acclamation and tho mooting 
then dissolved. 

THE DISTRICT SCHOOLS. 

Closing Scenes at Esquimau and South 
Snanlch— Interesting Programmes 
Presented. 

Friday IaBb was the day appointed for the 
closing exercises of tho Eequitnult school, 
and was devoted to examination, entertain- 
ment of visitors and tho awarding of prizos 
won during tho term just closing. Tho 
8ohool had been very tastefully decorated by 
the pupils, MiBB Kirkendall, the toachor, 
and friendo, and presented quito a gala 
appearance, as did also tho children, who in 
spite of diecouraging weather turuod out 
with their friends in full numbers.
